1. This application, c^^ m ur^^Jood t contains claims directed to the 
following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

Species A - directed towards claims 1-3, 5-7, 9-10, 14-15, a vehicle sun visor. 

Species B - directed towards claims 4, 8, 11-13, 16-17, a vehicle sun visor 
having a frame with concave portion and a plate member with a convex portion. 

Species C - directed towards claims 18-20, a vehicle sun visor to include a 
cover cap, an insertion opening and a sliding groove. 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. As best understood . Examiner has identified 
the Species (A, B, C, etc.) but Applicant may amend, with a detailed explanation, 
the composition of each species (A, B, C, etc.) to include associated/respective 
figures/limitations to distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention.
